WASiilNGTON— The Warren 
Commission members are most 
dubious of Mrs. Marguerite Os- 
wald's attempt "to product evi- 
dence'’ of her son's innocence of 
the Rtvsassination of Piesident 
Kennecy. The Times Herald

Olid Justice Earl Wan-en, who 
heads the presidential commis- 
sion. lias announced that Mrs. 
Oswald's testimony shows “noth- 
ing new that would change the 
picture as 1 sm it." 

The chief justice even added 
that the commission has learned 
Mrs. Oswald had no conUct with 
her sort, Lee Hai-vey Oswald, for 
"aixwnd a year" piior to the 
Nov. 22 assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 

The stout, gi-ey-haired mother 
flew into Washington Sunday 
night proclaiming she would pro- 
duce eiddence for the commission 
to prove her son's innocence. 

She tried to speak to the press 
Monday after testifying before 
the commission but demurred 
after her lawyer, John Doyle of 
Washington, recommended against 
any statements. j 

Mrs. Oswald has told the com- 
mission about her son's life from 
his Russian stay until his death, 
Chief Justice Warren said. 
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
